ALBANY, March 2.—In the face 
of a sharp reduction in strike action 
by workers in the State, and despite 
the fact that the number of work- 
ers who have struck since Pearl 
Harbor is insignificantly small, 
Senator Walter Stokes, Republican, 
of Cooperstown, tonight introduced 
a resolution to memorialize Con- 
gress for “work or fight” legislation. 

Senator Stokes’ resolution urges 
Congress to pass legislation to re- 
classify and draft immediately 
workers of draft age in defense in- 
dustries who might strike. 

Under labor pressure last year a 
similar resolution of Senator Stokes 
was defeated. First hand reaction of 
labor observers here was that labor 
would combat any such proposals 
as Senator Stokes offered as dis- 
riptive of national unity.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., March 2.—Aiding development of

Pointing out that more than fifty 
por cent of the workers in the heavy 
industry vital to the nation’s war 
production were cf Slav descent, 
Blair F. Gunther, chairman of the 
All-Slav Congress Committee, de- 
clared RKhere that the Congress would 
proceed on the basis of a three 
point program in its efforts to estab- 
lish American Slav unity. 


PRODUCTION PLAN 


First and foremost of the move- 
ment’s purpcses is to aid in out- 
producing Hitier. Secondly the 
Congress Committee has announced 
its intention to ask the participat- 
ing organizations to purchase at 
least a quarter of a billion dollats 
worth of defense bonds. Finally, 
the Congress will use its influence 
and prestige to appeal to Slavs in 
the occupied countries to work 
against the Axis. 


“While we are urging Americans 
of Slav descent to increase produc- 
tion, we will ask our brothers in the 
occupied countries to slow down,” 
Mr. Gunther said. 


Emphasis of the Congress will not 
be centered on Europe, however.

SOFIA (By Mail to Moscow, Feb., 
1942).— As the war progressed, the 
struggle waged by the Bulgarian 
people against the German occupa- 
tion, which had plundered the coun- 
try gained in momentum. 

The people were out to help the 
anti-fascist forces in the struggle 
against the Brown plague. 

In Varna at the close of August 


Germany were blown up. In Russ a 
gasoline tank and oil refinery were 
destroyed by an explosion in early 
November and several German sol- 
diers were killed. 

In this connection, more than 100 
arrests were made. The Germans 
demanded the shooting of 50 Com- 
munists and 50 Jews. 

The Bulgarian: authorities suc- 
ceeded in persuading the Germans 
that such reprisals would put the 
people in a dangerous temper. 

Finally five Bulgarians were shot.
